The Executive Force Review Committee (EFRC) consisting of Commanders 
Stephen Johnson, Bobby Denham, and Ralph Webb met and reviewed the above 
case. 


FORCE POLICY RELATING TO INCIDENT: 


Law Enforcement officers are entitled to use the amount of force that is 
reasonable and necessary to make an arrest, prevent escape, or overcome 
resistance. 


FINDINGS: 


Deputies responded to the location regarding a domestic violence call. While 
talking with the victim at the end of her driveway, the deputies noticed the suspect 
walking inside of the residence. The deputies ordered the suspect outside the 
residence. 


EFRC -2- June 3, 2013 


The suspect hesitantly stepped out of the residence and became verbally 
abusive and argumentative toward the deputies. The suspect began to walk 
toward the deputies and was ordered several times to remove his right hand from 
his right front pants pocket. Fearing the suspect was armed, the deputies drew 
their firearms and pointed them at the suspect which caused him to comply. 


The deputies ordered the suspect to get down on his knees and to lay flat on the 
ground. The suspect refused to comply and continued to be verbally abusive 
and argumentative toward the deputies. After the deputies re-holstered their 
firearms, one of the deputies approached the suspect with his expandable baton 
deployed while the other deputies approached with the intention of handcuffing 
the suspect. A struggle with the suspect ensued causing two of the deputies to 
take the suspect to the ground. The deputies continued to struggle with the 
suspect in an attempt to handcuff him. 


During the struggle, the deputy with the baton still in his hand, struck the suspect 
once with a “hammer fist" motion to his left rib cage area. The suspect was 
ultimately handcuffed and taken into custody. The suspect sustained a fractured 
rib as a result of the hammer strike. 


The EFRC determined the force used against the resistive and uncooperative 
suspect was reasonable, necessary, and justified. The EFRC also determined 
the tactics used were within Department policy. 


RECOMMENDATIONS: 


The EFRC recommended the unit commander, Captain Paul Becker, and staff 
from the Training Bureau conduct a tactical debriefing with all involved personnel 
regarding the unique circumstances of this incident. The EFRC recommended 
this tactical debriefing focus on force prevention and alternative methods prior to 
going hands on with the suspect. 


Additionally, the EFRC recommended the unit commander select a few 
individuals as facilitators and implement tactical communications training to 
assist deputy personnel from going hands on with suspects too quickly in the 
future,

ii Michael Guich was arrested by Santa Clarita Valley Station Deputies Craft and 


further). 
Deputies Craft, and responded to Suspect Guich’s residence 
and made contact with 
at the end of her driveway. was crying hysterically and told the 


deputies that she had been assaulted by Suspect Guich and did not know where he 
was. told deputies that Suspect Guich drank 21 shots of “Jack Daniels” 
(whiskey) between the hours of 1200 and 1700 that day, and usually drinks 20 shots by 
1700 everyday. 


The above deputies looked over at the Guich’s residence and observed a male 
(Suspect Guich) walking around inside, to which EE stated that it was Suspect 
Guich. ie the deputies that Suspect Guich had “weapons” inside the 
residence, so Suspect Guich was verbally ordered to step out of the residence. Deputy 
Craft illuminated the front of the residence and the surrounding property with his radio 
car spot lights and takedown lights. 


Suspect Guich hesitantly stepped out of the residence and asked “Who the fuck is 
that?” After the deputies identified themselves, Suspect Guich walked out the front door 
towards the deputies. DeputyIliiobserved that Suspect Guich had his right hand in 
his right front pocket and ordered Suspect Guich to stop and remove his hand from the 
pocket. Suspect Guich stopped walking approximately twenty feet from the deputies 
but would not take his hand out of his pocket. Suspect Guich was asked again to 
remove his hand from his pocket, but refused. Fearing that Suspect Guich may have a 
gun, the deputies drew their firearms and pointed them at Suspect Guich. 


Suspect Guich partially complied at this point, removed his hand from the pant pocket 
and said, “What the fuck are you doing here?” Suspect Guich was ordered three 
different times to get down on his knees, and was additionally ordered to lay flat on the 
ground, but he would not comply and continued cussing and questioning the deputies 
why they were there. Suspect Guich continued to stare at the deputies and was 
mumbling unknown statements. Deputy Craft, in an effort to get compliance from 
Suspect Guich, re-holstered his firearm and deployed his expandable baton (ASP) to 
full span and told Suspect Guich he would be struck by it if he did not comply with their 
orders. Suspect Guich did not comply. 


Deputies and epproached Suspect Guich with the intention of handcuffing 
him. Deputy! grabbed Suspect Guich’s right wrist and the back of Suspects Guich 
shirt collar, while Deputy grabbed a hold of Suspect Guich’s left arm. Suspect 
Guich attempted to pull away from them so Deputies Bian O OE Suspect 
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Guich to the ground in the direction of his (Guich) stomach. On the ground, Suspect 
Guich tucked both his knees and arms under his body and was attempting to gain 
leverage to stand up. Depu Hii yelied to his partners that he could not see Suspect 
Guich's hands. Deputy used his body weight to hold Suspect Guich on the ground 
while Depu placed his left knee on Suspect Guich’s left shoulder blade. 
Deputy illiiprceres Suspect Guich to remove his arms from under his (Guich) body 
and stop fighting, but Suspect Guich did not comply. 


Deputy Craft used his portable Sheriff's radio, advising SCC that deputies were involved 
in a fight. Deputies a Craft moved in to help handcuff Suspect Guich, but 
Suspect Guich was resisting these efforts by keeping his arms under his body and 
kicking his legs. 


Deputy Craft, before attempting to assist with handcuffing Suspect Guich, tried to retract 
his baton by hitting it on the ground, but it would not close, so he kept it in his right hand 
as he engaged Suspect Guich. The ground where this incident took place was dirt and 
gravel. 


Deputy fin an effort to get Suspect Guich out of a “fetal like position,” grabbed 
Suspect Guich’s ankles and pulled his (Guich) legs straight out, which caused Suspect 
Guich to fall flat on his stomach. Deputy struggled with Suspect Guich, but 
was able to pull his right arm out from under his body and get it handcuffed behind his 
back with Deputy] assistance. 


Deputy Craft, who still had his expandable baton in his right hand, observed Suspect 
Guich attempt to stand up, so he placed his right knee on Suspect Guich's left calf. 
Deputy Craft attempted to pull Suspect Guich’s left arm out from under his body, using 
his left hand, and continued to order Suspect Guich to put his hands behind his back, 
but Suspect Guich refused. Deputy Craft was unable to get control of Suspect Guich’s 
left hand and feared Suspect Guich was arming himself with a firearm from his (Guich) 
waistband. Deputy Craft, using his right fist, struck Suspect Guich one time with a 
“Hammer fist” in the left rib cage area, while still holding his baton. Three to five 
seconds after Deputy Craft struck Suspect Guich, Deputy and Deputy, 

were able to handcuff Suspect Guich. 


Deputy Craft still had his expandable baton (ASP) in his right hand when he struck 
Suspect Guich. Deputy Craft said the extended portion of the expandable baton was 
facing away from Suspect Guich, parallel to the ground. Deputy Craft said he believed 
the expandable baton end (handle portion) was flush with his hand and that he was only 
striking Suspect Guich with his fist. Deputy Craft said if he struck Suspect Guich with 
his expandable baton it was not intentional. 


Suspect Guich was assisted to his feet and Deputies Craft, EE anc 
escorted him (Guich) to Deputies fang Craft’s patrol car. Suspect Guich did not 
resist this escort, but when he arrived at the patrol car he stiffened his body and refused 
orders to sit inside. Suspect Guich began cussing and challenged Deputy Craft to fight. 
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| 
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Deputy Craft ordered Suspect Guich several times to sitin the backseat of the patrol 
car, but Suspect Guich refused these orders. Deputy [told Suspect Guich if he did 
not stop resisting the deputies he would be sprayed (OC). Suspect Guich did not 
comply and was pepper sprayed (OC) by Deputy, The OC spray had an 
immediate effect on Suspect Guich and he (Guich) entered the patrol car without further 
incident. 


Field Sergeant Sammy Soehnel +E 60s) responded to the location. Sergeant 
Soehnel videotaped the scene where the use of force took place and interviewed the 
— eaa on video as well (see Exhibit F). BEE -ici Sergeant 
Soehnel that she did not witness the contact between the deputies and Suspect Guich. 


Detective Richard Welch E) responded to the location and interviewed 

and Suspect Guich while he (Guich) was seated in the patrol car. 
Suspect Guich was argumentative with Detective Welch and tried to speak over him. 
Suspect Guich told Detective Welch that deputies beat him for no reason and he 
complied with all the orders given to him. Suspect Guich told Detective Welch he was 
“buzzed” but not drunk (see Exhibit E). 


IAB Note: Senior Criminalist Juan Apodaca #4 of the Los Angeles 
County Sheriff's Department was interviewed by this Internal Affairs 
Bureau investigator regarding Suspect Guich’s blood alcohol level. He 
was shown medical paperwork from the Henry Mayo Newhall Memorial 
Hospital Laboratory and Apodaca interpreted Suspect Guich’s blood 
alcohol level to be between a .161 and .198. The range was based on a 
conversion of serum and plasma to whole blood alcohol concentration. 


Suspect Guich was transported to Henry Mayo Hospital by Deputies Jonathan Wilson 
A on Luis Cabrera E fo an “ok to book.” He was treated by Tracy N. 
Lawrence M.D. At the hospital it was revealed that Suspect Guich sustained a fracture 
to the left 10" rib. Additionally, Suspect Guich sustained, acute blunt thoracic trauma 
and chemical conjunctivitis. He received his “ok to book” and was transported to Santa 
Clarita Station for booking with the approval of Watch Commander Lieutenant Tom 
Bryski # B 


Lieutenant Bryski responded to Henry Mayo Hospital and interviewed Suspect Guich on 
video at 1945 hours on December, 23, 2012 (See Suspect Guich’s statement below for 
further). 


A semi-automatic Ruger brand rifle (serial T recovered at the location 
and was booked at Santa Clarita Valley station for safe keeping by Deputy|

Suspect Guich sustained a fracture to the left 10" rib, acute blunt thoracic trauma, 
chemical conjunctivitis, and minor abrasions to the right elbow, left knee and center 
chest area. Suspect Guich also had an elongated red blotch on his skin near the left, 
mid rib cage area, that stretched to the left shoulder blade area. There did not appear 
to be any bruising associated with the blotch. 


Pictures of Suspect Guich’s injuries were taken at Santa Clarita Valley Sheriff's Station 
by Internal Affairs Bureau Investigators (see Exhibits F and G). 
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PHYSICAL EVIDENCE

ind Lieutenant Bryski’s interview with Suspect Guich was obtained from 
Sergeant Soehnel. Pictures of Suspect Guich’s injuries were taken by Internal Affairs 
Bureau investigators at Santa Clarita Valley Station. 


After reviewing the use of force video of the scene provided by Sergeant Soehnel where 
the use of force took place, this Internal Affairs Bureau investigator subsequently went 
back to the location to take pictures to provide a more expansive view of the 
surrounding area (see Exhibits F and H). 

There was no other notable physical evidence. 

INVESTIGATOR OBSERVATIONS 

The Internal Affairs Bureau investigators responded to Santa Clarita Valley Station 
approximately six hours after the Use of Force, after being notified of the injury to 
Suspect Guich. This investigator went to the scene of the incident a few days later to 
observe the location and take pictures. 

The scene of the incident is a country setting off the main highway (Bouquet Canyon 
Road) with a dirt road running into the dirt and gravel driveway of the location. The 
residence is a mobile home type structure bounded by animal corrals and dirt and 
gravel soil. 

WEAPON USED BY DEPUTY PERSONNEL 

Expandable baton, personal weapons (hands) and Pepper Spray (OC) 

WEAPON USED BY SUSPECT 

Personal weapons, hands and feet. 

PROPERTY DAMAGE 

No property was damaged in this incident. 

CRIMINAL INVESTIGATOR/CHARGE FILED 

Suspect Guich's arrest was investigated by station Detective Richard Welch. A 
misdemeanor complaint of Resisting Arrest, 148(a)(1) PC, was filed against Suspect 


Guich on January 14, 2013, under case number 3GF00004, in San Fernando Court. 
Suspect Guich’s next scheduled day in court is March 28, 2013. 
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On December 28, 2012, HR signcc a complaint refusal form in the presence 
of Detective Welch regarding the domestic violence arrest of Suspect Guich (see 
Miscellaneous Documents). 


LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS 


This incident occurred during darkness. No street lights or major artificial lighting was 
observed. A majority of the lighting used during this incident came from spot lights and 
takedown lights on the patrol vehicle, as well as flashlights, due to the rural 
environment. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENT 
The following narratives are intended only as a synopsis of the interviews. 


Additional information and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the 
recorded interviews and transcriptions. 


Deputy Craft 


Deputy Craft was interviewed on December 24, 2012, at Santa Clarita Valley Station, by 
Sergeant Patrick Mannion #0 and Sergeant Laura Haynes #{EEE of the 
Internal Affairs Bureau. Deputy Craft waived his right to have representation during the 
interview. 


Deputy Craft imparted essentially the same information he documented in his use of 
force Supplemental Report (see Exhibit B). 


Deputy Craft stated that he was assigned to unit 65B the night of this incident. He 
stated he is a land was working with Deputy 


Deputy Craft said they responded tofBouquet Canyon Road in the City of Saugus 
regarding a domestic vi all, along with De a Deputy He 
said there was also re Pa Deputy Deputy Craft 
said he had been at the above location regarding a domestic violence issue a month 
and a half earlier. 


Deputy Craft said they contacted the female victim ames at the location upon 


arrival. told them that Suspect Guich had assaulted her and had been drinking 
all day. said she had been awakened by Suspect Guich dragging her out of 
bed and injured her back. Deputy Craft said ae. them that Suspect Guich 


could possibly be inside the location and that there were weapons inside. Deputy Craft 
said he believed the last time he was at this residence for domestic violence, they 

(Deputies) recovered two or three rifles and a shotgun for safekeeping. Additionally at 
that al B o the deputies Suspect Guich had left the location with a handgun. 
(See Incident History Report from 10/21/2012, tag 282 in miscellaneous documents.) 
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Deputy Craft said after hearing the story from [EI he and Deputies ES HJ 
and began walking up the driveway of the location. He had parked his car about 
20 yards south of the trailer because he knew Suspect Guich had guns. The spot lights 
from his patrol car where pointed at the house and his overhead lights where lighting up 
the big property area. 


Deputy Craft said they could see what looked like a male walking around inside, near 
the south window. He said Deputy B caica for Suspect Guich to step out because 
they did not want to approach the house. Deputy Craft said Suspect Guich began 
cussing and yelling at them. After a few moments, Suspect Guich stepped out of the 
front door (West side) of the residence and walked 10-15 feet outside and stopped. 


Deputy Craft was asked about their tactical configuration before contacting Suspect 
Guich. Deputy Craft said that they used his patrol car for cover as they approached the 
location. Deputy Craft said he and Deputy ordered Suspect Guich several times to 
get on his knees, but Suspect Guich refused and continued cussing and yelling at them. 
Deputy Craft said Suspect Guich put his (Guich) right hand in his right front pocket. 
Deputy Craft said he ordered Suspect Guich to take his hand out of his (Guich) pocket 
and he (Craft) was now pointing his gun (with laser) at Suspect Guich. He said the 
laser had no effect on Suspect Guich. 


Deputy Craft was asked if he observed any kind of bulging or weapons in regards to 
Suspect Guich’s hand being in his pant pocket. Deputy Craft said there was a little 
bulge and that Suspect Guich had “a little looser pants on.” Deputy Craft said 
afterwards, no weapons were found on the suspect. He said he believed Suspect 
Guich had a packet of cigarettes, a lighter and keys in his right front pocket. He said the 
cigarettes would explain the bulge in the pocket, but he did not know they were 
cigarettes when they were initially talking to Suspect Guich. 


Deputy Craft said after a few moments Suspect Guich pulled his hand out of his pocket. 
He said since Deputies B E had their guns out, he (Craft) re- 
holstered his gun and pulled out his expandable baton. He said he did this in hopes 
that Suspect Guich would comply and get on the ground. 


Deputy Craft said Deputies[Jand HM approached Suspect Guich. Deputy 
grabbed Suspect Guich’s right arm and Deputy HEEB his (Guich) left arm. He said 


Suspect Guich began to pull away and he believed Deputy pushed Suspect Guich 
towards the ground and the “pile kind of went to the ground.” He said Suspect Guich 
put his hands underneath him towards his waistband and pocket area. Deputy Craft 
said he put out radio traffic at this point that deputies were involved in a fight. 


Deputy Craft said he still had his baton out and was trying to strike it on the ground to 
get it to close, but it would not close. He said he did not want to throw it away and he 
could not place it back in the holster. Deputy Craft said he placed his right knee on 

Suspect Guich’s left calf because Suspect Guich was trying to stand up. Deputy Craft 
said he still had the baton in his right hand as he tried to pull Suspect Guich’s left arm 
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out from underneath his body using his (Craft) left hand. Deputy Craft said he pulled on 
Suspect Guich’s left arm for three or four seconds but could not get Suspect Guich’s 
arm out from underneath his body. 

Deputy Craft said he felt that Suspect Guich could possibly be armed and this was a 
high risk situation, so he “Hammer” fisted Suspect Guich in the left ribs using his right 
hand. He said he still had his baton in his right hand and his hand was at the end of the 
baton (handle portion). Deputy Craft said the baton was not protruding very far and he 
did not hit Suspect Guich very hard because, “there was a pile of deputies” and his 
baton was sticking out. He said after this, Deputyllland Deputy i were able 
to handcuff Suspect Guich and he advised SCC that they were “Code 4.” 


Deputy Craft said the extended portion of the expandable baton was facing away from 
Suspect Guich, parallel to the ground. Deputy Craft said he believed the expandable 
baton end (handle portion) was flush with his hand and that he was only striking 
Suspect Guich with his fist. Deputy Craft said if he struck Suspect Guich with his 
expandable baton it was not intentional. 


Deputy Craft said Suspect Guich was being belligerent and was yelling as he was 
walked back to the patrol vehicle. He said as DeputyENSearched Suspect Guich, 
Suspect Guich told Deputy Craft to take his handcuffs off so they could fight. He said at 
one point, Suspect Guich tried to turn around on Deputy Ia ile she was 
searching him. Deputy Craft said he ordered Suspect Guich several times to sit in the 
patrol car but Suspect Guich would not comply. Deputy Craft said he told Deputy 

to pull out his pepper spray and then told Suspect Guich, “Hey, we're going to spray you 
if you don’t get in the car.” He said Suspect Guich continued to refuse his order so 
Deputy Craft told Deputy to spray (pepper spray) Suspect Guich. He said Deputy 
Bl sprayed Suspect Guich in the face and it immediately worked, and Suspect Guich 
sat in the patrol car. 


Deputy Craft said he did not see anyone else strike Suspect Guich while he was on the 
ground during this use of force. He said he did not see anyone kick Suspect Guich 
during this use of force. 


Deputy Craft said during the incident on the ground, that he believed Deputy IE was 
near Suspect Guich’s head, with his a ne on Suspect Guich’s back. He said 
Deputy MAN -< to the right of him and she was trying to pull Suspect Guich’s right 
arm from underneath his (Guich) body, as Deputy ent to Suspect Guich’s legs. 
Deputy Craft said there was no tactical plan put together before contacting Suspect 
Guich. He said as they were walking up on Suspect Guich he did tell his partners that 
he had his baton out and was aware they had their guns drawn. 


Deputy Craft said he did not sustain any injuries from this incident. 


Deputy B 
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Sergeant Patrick Mannion and Sergeant Laura Haynes #] of the 
Internal Affairs Bureau. Deputy, aived his right to have representation during the 
interview. 


Deputy iiias een cli 24, 2012, at Santa Clarita Valley Station, by 


Deputy was assigned to unit 65B and was partnered with Deputy Craft the night of 
this incident. His details regarding the nature of the call and the actions taken before 
contacting Suspect Guich were consistent with Deputy Craft and his i=] use of force 
reported in the original report (see Exhibit A). 


Deputy Bils aii he went to his patrol car to call Suspect Guich out of his residence 
after speaking to Bhe victim) about the domestic violence. When Suspect 
Guich stepped out of the residence, he (Guich) walked real slow and Deputy Craft said 
something did not feel right. He said Suspect Guich had his hand in his right front pant 
pocket. 


Deputy Bordered Suspect Guich several times to remove his hand from his pant 
pocket before Suspect Guich complied. Deputyllillsaid he ordered Suspect Guich to 
lie on the ground but Suspect Guich refused and told them, “Fuck you, make me. l'II 
fucking fight you.” 


Deputy said he holstered his weapon, because at least two other deputies had 
their weapons drawn, and ran over to Suspect Guich, grabbing his right hand. He said 
he placed his other hand on Suspect Guich’s back shirt collar and tried to put Suspect 
Guich’s right arm behind his back. He said Suspect Guich “locked up” and he could not 
move Suspect Guich’s arm to “save his life.” He said Suspect Guich was a lot stronger 
than him. 


Deputy {said when he moved up to contact Suspect Guich he did this on his own 
and that nobody told him to do this. Deputy Bs aio, “| don’t believe so, | don’t 
remember,” when asked if there was communication with the other deputies about 
approaching Suspect Guich. 


Deputy Aik ai Suspect Guich started to spin on him and he felt he was about to be 
punched in the jaw. Deputy Bisai he used his left arm and pushed Suspect Guich 
forward and started moving Suspect Guich’s right arm behind his back. He said this 
caused Suspect Guich to be off balanced and they went down to the ground together. 
He said Suspect Guich pulled away from his grip and both of Suspect Guich’s arms 
were underneath his (Guich’s) body. Deputy’ said he was unsure if anyone helped 
him when he was having trouble getting Suspect Guich’s arm behind his back, but was 
“95% sure” he took Suspect Guich down to the ground by himself. 


Deputy ikai Suspect Guich was in a fetal position (knees touching elbows) on the 
ground and was about to get up. He said he lay on top of Suspect Guich so he (Guich) 
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could not stand up, and Deputy came in on his right, and Deputy Craft his left. 
He said he told them he could not see Suspect Guich’s hands. 


Deputy said the deputies could not pull Suspect Guich’s hands out from 
underneath him (Guich). Suspect Guich was rocking back and forth and Deputy 

said he told Suspect Guich, “Get your fucking hands out. Let me see your hands.” 
Deputy said Suspect Guich would not comply. 

Deputy Ms aid because Suspect Guich was in a fetal position, he moved his body 
weight down to his (Guich) ankles and grabbed them. Deputy Ais aic he pulled 
Suspect Guich’s legs and his knees went straight, which caused Suspect Guich to fall 
down. He said the deputies were able to get Suspect Guich’s arms out and Deputy 
Hil moved back up and held one of Suspect Guich’s wrist's as he (Guich) was 
handcuffed. 


Deputy said that after Suspect Guich was handcuffed he (Guich) became 
compliant and Deputies Craft, N: -<o Suspect Guich over to the 
patrol car. Deputy Bis aic he was talking to the victim D: it appeared the 
deputies were struggling with Suspect Guich at the patrol car. He said he heard the 
deputies tell Suspect Guich to “stop” and get in the car. 


stance” and began staring at Deputy| Deputy told Suspect Guich if he did not 
get in the car he (Guich) would be sprayed. Deputy aid Suspect Guich did not get 
in the car so he sprayed Suspect Guich for one and one half seconds. He said Suspect 
Guich complied at that point and went in the car. 


Deputy fii said he went over to the patrol car and a: Guich stopped in a “dead 


Deputy {said he did not hit or punch Suspect Guich and did not remember seeing 
anyone else hit Suspect Guich. Deputy! said he did remember hearing the clicking 
sound of Deputy Craft deploying his ASP (expandable baton) when they were standing 
in formation (before physically contacting Suspect Guich). He said he did not know if 
Deputy Craft used the ASP but thought Deputy Craft did it to scare Suspect Guich. 


Deputy Biisi he remembered Deputy Craft putting out radio traffic as soon as he 
was on the ground with Suspect Guich. 


Deputy B 2i Suspect Guich was “pretty intoxicated,” smelled like alcohol and his 
eyes were bloodshot and washed over.

Deputy was interviewed on December 24, 2012, at Santa Clarita Valley Station, 


by Sergeant Patrick Mannion and Sergeant Laura Haynes #EEM of the 
Internal Affairs Bureau. Deputy aived his right to have representation during 
the interview. 
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Deputy EE was assigned to unit 64T1 the night of this incident. His details 
regarding the nature of the call and the actions taken before contacting Suspect Guich 
were consistent with his partners and his [EE use of force Supplemental Report 
(see Exhibit D). 

Deputy said as they (Deputies {ES BJ and Craft) approached the house, 
Suspect Guich exited the location out the west side door without being called out. He 
said Suspect Guich started walking towards them and Deputy Craft told Suspect Guich 
to put his hands up in the air. Deputy {said Suspect Guich told them no, and 
refused a second order, while continually walking towards them. 


Deputy Mi oid Suspect Guich put his right hand in his right pocket (pant). At that 
point, Deputy said they (deputies) were pointing their guns at Suspect Guich and 
ordered him to pull his hand out of his pocket. Suspect Guich refused to follow their 
order and Deputy I said they continued to move forward very slowly. He said as 
they got closer to Suspect Guich, he (Guich) started pulling his hand out of his pocket. 


Deputy aia they were 10-15 feet away from Suspect Guich and moved forward 
quickly towards Suspect Guich. Depu said Deputy Bio rabbe a hold of 
Suspect Guich’s right arm and he grabbed a hold of Suspect Guich’s left arm. 


Deputy IE said Suspect Guich started “moving around” so they threw Suspect 
Guich to the ground, where he (Guich) landed on his stomach. 


Deputy said Deputies Craft andi grabbed Suspect Guich’s legs because 
he was trying to stand-up and was kicking. Deputy aid he put his left knee on 
top of Suspect Guich’s left shoulder in order to use his body weight and 
prevent Suspect Guich from standing up. He said verbal commands were being given 
to Suspect Guich telling him not to stand up, stop fighting and for him (Guich) to show 
his hands. Deputy said Suspect Guich did not comply with these orders. 


Deputy [EE said Deputy Craft was on his right side and he saw him (Craft) hit 
Suspect Guich one time in the left rib cage area with his fist. He said he did not see 
Deputy Craft use an impact weapon to hit Suspect Guich. Deputy said at this 
point Deputy |S able to pull out Suspect Guich’s right arm and handcuff it. 
He said Suspect Guich’s left arm was still under his body and he (Deputy EE and 
Deputy pulled it out, and Suspect Guich was handcuffed. 


Deputy Hweas asked if he saw anyone deploy an impact weapon. Deputy I 
said when they got there (location of call), “Deputy Craft pulled out his expandable 
baton, but he put it back when the suspect started walking. So he (Craft) pulled out his 
gun.” 


Deputy EE said after Suspect Guich was handcuffed he was compliant and was 
stood up by Deputy and Deputy B Deputy Hic as they walked 
Suspect Guich to the patrol car, Suspect Guich was argumentative and cursed at 
Deputy Craft. He said Suspect Guich was telling Deputy Craft to remove the handcuffs 
and was challenging Deputy Craft to fight. 
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At the radio car, Deputy said Suspect Guich refused to get inside. He said 
Deputy Craft came over to them and asked Suspect Guich to step inside, but he (Guich) 
refused. Deputy {said Deputy Craft told Suspect Guich at least three times to 
step inside the car or he would be pepper sprayed, but Suspect Guich still would not 
comply. Deputy said Deputy Craft asked Deputy to pepper spray Suspect 
Guich, and Deputy pepper sprayed Suspect Guich 3-5 seconds in the face. 
Deputy Ill said Suspect Guich complied and stepped inside the patrol car. 


Deputy aia there was a strong odor of alcohol emitting from Suspect Guich’s 
breath and body and his eyes were bloodshot. 


Deputy sai he did not hit or kick Suspect Guich during the incident. 

Deputy IE saic he was not injured during this incident.

Deputy| waived her right to have representation 
during the interview. 


Deputy was assigned to unit 61 the night of this incident and had an 
(Witness working with her. Her details regarding the nature of the call and the 
actions taken before contacting Suspect Guich were consistent with her partners and 
her QB use of force Supplemental Report (see Exhibit C). 


Deputy she was standing behind Deputy Biin car the patrol car when 
Deputy| [ordered Suspect Guich to come outside. She said Suspect Guich walked 
approximately ten feet outside and into the dirt (driveway). Deputy 3 they 
were standing near the first patrol car, approximately 20-25 feet away from the house 
when Suspect Guich stepped out. 


Deputy EE said Deputy Craft told Suspect Guich to keep his hands where they 
could see them (hands) and to get down on his (Guich) knees. She said Suspect Guich 
refused to comply and made a “waving off’ gesture with his hand that to her meant he 
was not going to listen. 


Deputy EEE said they started walking towards Suspect Guich when Suspect Guich 
started “hovering” his hands over his (Guich) pant pockets. She said she was not sure 
if Suspect Guich put something in his pocket or just put his hand in his pocket, but she 
hen heard Deputy Craft deploy his expandable baton and order Suspect Guich to keep 
his hands out of his (Guich) pockets. She said Suspect Guich pulled his hands out in a 
“passive” way but refused to get down to his knees. Deputy MAAN- <i she was 
holding Suspect Guich at gun point during this. 
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Deputy IE said Deputy ii and fie! bale Suspect Guich, 
grabbing a hold of his (Guich) arms. Deputy said Suspect Guich stiffened his 
body in response and told the deputies “Get your hands off me.” She said Deputy 
HM anc Deputy Mook Suspect Guich down to the ground, and Suspect Guich 
planted himself with his elbows and his hands in a fist. She said Suspect Guich tried to 
stand-up and Deputy Craft went to his (Guich) feet. 


Deputy EE said she holstered her gun and grabbed a hold of Suspect Guich’s right 
arm in an attempt to handcuff him. She said Suspect Guich struggled with her, making 
the top portion of his body “small” and keeping his right arm underneath his body. She 
said she was unsure if anyone helped her with Suspect Guich’s right arm, but she 
managed to handcuff it and place the wrist behind his back. Deputy EEE said 
Deputy iic pea her handcuff Suspect Guich’s left wrist because Suspect Guich kept 
resisting her efforts by moving his wrist. 


Deputy (EE said Suspect Guich relaxed after he was handcuffed and was helped to 
his feet by her and Deputy I. She said while Suspect Guich was walked to the 
patrol car, he was trying to “incite” a fight by telling the deputies to take his handcuffs off 
so he could fight them. She said the walk back to the patrol car was approximately 20 
feet and that Suspect Guich did not physically resist. 


Deputy EE saic when she searched Suspect Guich at the back of the patrol car; 
he continually tried to turn towards her. When her search was finished, Suspect Guich 
was told several times to sit in the patrol car, but he refused and wanted to fight. 
Deputy EE said Suspect Guich stiffened his body, started to turn, and she started 
losing her grip on Suspect Guich. At this point, Deputy IEEE said Deputy 

pepper sprayed (OC) Suspect Guich in the face with a three to five second burst. 
D HRE Guich complied after being sprayed and sat in the patrol 
car. Deputy lsaid Suspect Guich smelled like he had been drinking something 
(Alcohol). 


Deputy EEE aic she did not remember Deputy Craft re-holstering his baton when 
they contacted Suspect Guich and did remember the baton being out after the incident 
as well. Deputy said she did not see anyone use any impact weapons during 
the incident, and did not see anyone hit or kick Suspect Guich. 


Deputy [EE aia she was not hurt during the incident, but said she did get blood 
from Suspect Guich on her hand and uniform. 


WITNESS STATEMENTS

HEB said he was ona Leona Deputy IEE ne night of this incident and 


responded with her to the scene of the domestic violence incident. He said when the’ 
arrived on scene they pulled up behind the handling deputy (Deputies Craft and 

said the victim (i) was at the house (Witnes 
came out to contact them. 


said the victim told them that O vas still inside the house and that 
there were firearms inside. | he stayed with the victim while the deputies 
contacted Suspect Guich. He said the deputies yelled for Suspect Guich to come out of 
the house. <i: when Suspect Guich came out; Suspect Guich had his hands 
“pretty low,” possibly in his pockets. 


HB saic the deputies had their guns drawn and gave Suspect Guich verbal 
commands to get on the ground, but Suspect Guich did not comply. In addition, B 
said deputies told Suspect Guich to keep his hands out of his pockets and “Let me see 
your hands.” He said the deputies approached Suspect Guich and attempted to 
handcuff him, but he (Guich) was “extremely” resistive. aid he did not know 
who the deputies were that grabbed Suspect Guich. lescribed Suspect Guich’s 
resistive behavior as, “Tensing up, he, he brought his hands in towards his chest and 
was real tense, from what | saw.” 


Hic a deputy grabbed one hand (Suspect Guich) and another deputy grabbed 
the other hand, and brought Suspect Guich to the ground. HB sain Suspect Guich 


did not go to the ground hard. aid Suspect Guich went to his knees, then to the 
round. He said he saw deputies grab hands and legs and “basically do control holds.” 
sic he thought Suspect Guich was trying to stand-up. said he was “20 


yards away or so” from where the deputies approached Suspect Guich. He said his 
view was impeded by the patrol cars and the deputies, who were in front of the suspect. 


HE saic he heard a dog barking and growling, so he walked closer to the deputies to 
make sure the dog was not going to interfere with anything. HB saic it seemed the 
dog knew something was going on with the owner (Suspect Guich), and he wanted to 
get “eyes” on the dog. He said he then walked back to the victim as the deputies 
brought Suspect Guich to the patrol car. He said he did not know who handcuffed 
Suspect Guich and did not see him (Guich) get picked up off the ground. Hsia he 
did not see the deputies put Suspect Guich in the patrol car and did not see him get 
pepper sprayed. 


HB saic one deputy had his ASP (expandable baton) out as they approached 
Suspect Guich, but he did not see the deputy strike Suspect Guich with it (ASP). 

also stated that he did not see anyone hit Suspect Guich when he (Guich) was on the 
ground, and said at that point he was looking for a dog that was growling. HE s2id 
there were multiple dogs running around and that the dog he was keeping an eye on 
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was a black Labrador. He said there were no outside porch lights and the lighting being 
used to illuminate Suspect Guich were flashlights and lights from the radio cars.

Witness iiias interviewed over the telephone on March 12, 2013, by Sergeant 
Patrick Mannion of the Internal Affairs Bureau. This interview was digitally recorded

crying. He said she was slurring her words and said her EEE Suspect Guich) had 
dragged her out of bed. 


Witness iiis aio he dialed the Sheriff's and handed E- phone. He said when 
the Sheriff's arrived; he walked her down to the bridge. He said he spoke to one of the 
deputies and asked for them to please tell [to stop bothering his He 
that she and [ii Suspect Guich) get drunk and are a nuisance. 


Witness iiis aio he did not see the deputies make contact or get in an altercation with 
Suspect Guich. Witness Biik aia he went back to his house and went inside because it 
was Christmas Eve. He said he did hear the deputies call Suspect Guich out of his 
(Guich) house. 


SUSPECT MICHAEL GUICH 


Suspect Guich was interviewed on December 24, 2012, at Santa Clarita Valley Station, 
by Sergeant Patrick Mannion 4g and Sergeant Laura Haynes A of the 
Internal Affairs Bureau. Prior to this interview, Suspect Guich was interviewed by 
Lieutenant Tom Bryski A (Santa Clarita Valley Station Watch Commander) at 
Henry Mayo Hospital, approximately an hour and a half after the use of force occurred. 


Suspect Guich said he was alone at his house when he saw lights through the front 
window and his dogs were barking, so he got up to see who was outside. He said the 
deputies were calling him by his first name and told him to step outside. He said the 
deputies were pointing guns at him, told him to lay down on the ground, and Suspect 
Guich asked “Why.” Suspect Guich said the deputies kept coming closer to him and he 
did not immediately comply with the deputies orders and said he was holding a lighter 
and cigarette in his hand. 
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Suspect Guich was asked later in his interview how many times the deputies had to tell 
him ( to get down) before he complied. He said “Probably maybe two times.” In 
Suspect Guich’s interview with Lieutenant Bryski he said he was trying to light a 
cigarette when he was being told to get down. He also said he was “thrown down,” but 
then changed that and said he went down. Later, Suspect Guich told Lieutenant Bryski, 
“There was no reason for them to throw me to the ground.” 


Suspect Guich said he did go down to the ground on his knees like he was told and 
then down to his chest with his hands back. He said when he got down to his chest he 
was kicked in the left ribs. Suspect Guich said he was handcuffed, picked up, and then 
walked past three horse stalls to a vehicle (patrol car), where he was told to “Watch my 
head.” He said as his head was being pulled, another deputy shook his “mace” and 
sprayed him in the face. He said he was then thrown into the back seat of the car. 
Suspect Guich said he was not resisting when this occurred. 


Suspect Guich said he was kicked at least twice in the left ribs and did not know if he 
(Guich) put his hands behind his back or if the deputies pulled them back. Suspect 
Guich was asked if he was punched during the incident and he responded, "Not really 
punched.” [Sic] He said there was a deputy who had a “telescopic baton” and was 
“beating” it (baton) on Suspect Guich’s metal horse stall. He said this occurred after he 
was handcuffed and the deputy did not hit him, but the deputy was “Making the tough 
guy, I’m gonna [Sic] get you type thing.” Suspect Guich described the deputy with the 
baton as being “The guy with no hair, the big white guy.” 


Before being interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau investigators, Suspect Guich told 
Lieutenant Bryski, “I think | got a couple shots to the head or the eye or whatever on the 
right side.” Lieutenant Bryski looked at Suspect Guich’s right eye and commented that 
it was red “probably from the pepper spray.” Suspect Guich said, “Maybe that’s what it 
is. It’s irritated.” 


Suspect Guich was asked if he had been drinking (Alcohol). He said he had been 
drinking when he was watching the football game, and the amount was “Probably one 
and a half cocktails.” Suspect Guich said the alcohol he was drinking was Jack Daniels. 
Suspect Guich during this question was making a hand motion that seemed to indicate 
the size of the alcoholic drink to be approximately 16 ounces in size. However, Suspect 
Guich disagreed with this and said the drink “was not that much.” 


During Lieutenant Bryski’s interview of Suspect Guich, Lieutenant Bryski commented 
that he smelled “a lot of alcohol” on Suspect Guich. Suspect Guich said, “Yes sir. | was 
not driving. | was at home.” 


Suspect Guich said there was at least four male and one female deputy at the location. 


He said he did not know who kicked him, handcuffed him, or pepper sprayed him. He 
said he did not resist the deputies and did not kick at them. 
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Suspect Guich said he did not know at the time, when the deputies arrived at his house, 
why they were there. He did admit that he and ' TT 2 an 


argument earlier that day and did not know she had left the location. 
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
